ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Policy Development Division develops the legislative program of the Ministry. It 
analyses and in some cases initiates proposals for law reform, and assists generally 
in the transformation of law reform ideas into legislative and administrative 
action. The Division produces policy submissions for the Cabinet and its committees 
and works with Legislative Counsel in the preparation of draft bills. Research, 
analysis, consultation and representing the Ministry on intermirnisterial and 
intergovermmental committees are major Division activities. As of 1988/89, the 
Division assumed financial responsibility for the Ontario Legal Aid Plan in addition 
to its ongoing legal aid policy functions. The Division is also responsible for a 
mumber of Ministry activities in relation to human rights, race relations, and 
native issues. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


Major areas for consideration for 1988/89 include a variety of access to justice 
proposals including intervenor’ § funding, class actions, limitation periods, 
arbitration procedures, mediation and other alternative dispute resolution 
mechanisms, and methods to enhance public participation in the justice system. 


Additionally, the Division will be involved in legislation dealing with issues such 
as trade secrets, defamation, access enforcement, justices of the peace, South 
African investments, trespass to property (Anand Report) substitute decision-making, 
police complaints and various international commercial matters. 


The Division will continue its work on selected Charter law reform initiatives. 
Broader initiatives will be taken with respect to native justice, race relations, 
legal aid and human rights. Mechanisms will be put in place to efficiently 
administer the funding for legal aid. 

The Division will continue its participation in inquiries and studies such as the 


evaluation of legal aid; access to professions and trades; and the social assistance 
review.

ITEM 4 — LAW RESEARCH (ONTARIO LAW REFORM COMMISSION) 
ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The statutory duty of the Commission, as contained in the Ontario Law Reform 
Commission Act, now R.S.O. 1980, c. 343, is to inquire into and consider any matter 
relating to: reform of the law, having regard to the statute law, the common law 
and judicial decisions; the administration of justice; judicial and quasi-judicial 
procedures under any Act; or any subject referred to it by the Attorney General. In 
carrying out these functions the Commission maintains a systematic, continuous and 
long-range review of the law of Ontario. The Commission reports to the Attorney 
General for Ontario, and the Commission's recommendations, including, where 
appropriate, draft recommended legislation, are contained in its Reports.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Computer and Telecommmications Services Branch (CTSB) is responsible for the 
development of new computer systems and the maintenance of systems already in 
production for the Ministry. 

CTSB is also responsible for the design and planning of the corporate data 
architecture, data access security, physical security of data centre facilities and 
contingency planning. The branch evaluates office automation products and is 
responsible for hardware configuration and capacity planning for the Ministry. CTSB 
also provides walk-in support, training and consulting services for end-users of 
computer systems. Statistical and Research Services and Records and Forms 
Management support are also provided for the Ministry. The branch also oversees the 
operation of the Ministry's Library. In addition, the branch coordinates all voice 
and data commmications systems for the Ministry's various offices. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The Computer and Telecommmications Services Branch will continue to implement the 
Ministry's Strategic Plan for Information Management. The primary long term 
strategic objective is to develop and provide an integrated information environment 
within the Ministry. 


The branch will develop and maintain computer systems to support Ministry program 
delivery. The main systems being developed include the Integrated Courts Offender 
Network (ICON), the Public Trustee Accounts Management System, development of the 
Defaulted Fines Case Control System (DFCC) which will process all defaulted fine 
cases associated with parking offences and moving violations, and the development of 
an automated Legal Central Registry System to provide organized storage and 
retrieval for all cases handled by the Crowns.

Program, implications of Court Reform initiatives, development of the statistical 
requirements of the ICON Retrieved Information System (IRIS) for the Courts, and 


continued support of the Legal Aid Program. 
Management and operational procedures are being implemented in the Ministry's Law 


Library to improve legal reference services and to establish a complete research 
facility.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 
RESPONSIBILITY 


The Public Trustee has five distinct areas of trust responsibilities, the largest of 
Which is the administration of 18,000 estates of mentally incompetent persons 
representing approximately 400 million dollars in assets. In addition, the office 
administers Special Trusts, some of which are created under 32 Federal and 
Provincial statutes that impact on it. The estates of persons who die intestate in 
Ontario without Ontario heirs are the Public Trustee's responsibility also. 
Property forfeited at the time of dissolution of Ontario corporations is held and 
dealt with pursuant to Crown escheat law. Finally, the Public Trustee represents 
the interests of 45,000 charities in Ontario and enforces the provisions of 
charitable statutes, most particularly the Charities Accounting Act. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The main responsibilities described above continue, increased by an aging population 
and a deinstitutionalized client who is wealthier and whose affairs are more 
complex. 1988-89 will see continued changes, updating equipment and reviewing 
procedures and policies. Two proposed references to the Law Reform Commission are 
being prepared. Amendments to 5 provincial statutes are being negotiated and 
constitutional litigation pursued with the Federal Govermment. 


The Office is playing a key role in the introduction of Guardianship legislation to 
the Province. An extensive public relations program is under way and will continue 
for 12 months. New brochures are being prepared. Staff training is under review 
and a whole new section has been created to improve asset administration of clients' 
estates. The banking and portfolio management contracts are to be tendered for 
increased services at more favourable costs. 


A new financial reporting document and Charities Incorporation Manual are being 
prepared to aid the public in the complex tasks of charities administration. 


Increased jurisdiction has been imposed on the Office under the new Loans and Trusts 
Act, and earlier amendments to the Supreme Court Rules of Practice allow for the 
court appointment of the Public Trustee in court proceedings involving mentally 
disabled litigants imposing an unplanned for, ever-increasing workload. 


The need to increase our audit function in Charities and nursing homes will require 
additional staff as well as support staff in the Legal Branch and Estates 
Administration Section. The Office will be the trustee for the administration of 
the new Comfort Allowance to be extended to residents of developmentally handicapped 
centres. An internal "Profit Centre" accounting mechanism matching expenses with 
revenue is being developed to target more effectively areas of under-productivity 
and waste. Permission is being sought from Management Board to complete the 
computer capability in the office, all of which can be paid for from earned surplus 
funds. 


QRERATING STATISTICS 


The Office of the Public Trustee fully pays back its entire budget the Ministry of 
the Attorney General from its earned compensation in monthly installments of minimm 
of $500,000.00. Efficient management enables this office to generate an annual 
accumulated surplus, which now stands at 46.7 million dollars at this operating year 
end. A minimum of 15 million dollars out of this surplus is required to be retained 
for "insurance" purposes and the balance will be available for transfer to the 
Consolidated Reverme Fund.

Assets umder administration totalled $285 million at March 31, 1988 up from

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESSURS IBTLITY 


The Criminal Law Policy office is responsible for the preparation and 
formulation of proposed Ministerial positions with respect to law reform in the 
area of criminal law, and the administration of criminal justice within the 
province. While review and reform of criminal law and procedure, including the 
law of evidence in criminal matters, is constitutionally within the Federal 
legislative field, this process is to a large extent, a function of 
Federal-Provincial consultation. The Criminal Law Policy unit is primarily 
responsible for this province's role in this consultative process at the 
officials level. The process is conducted essentially in 3 stages: 1) 
intra-provincial; 2) Phase I consultations with the Law Reform Commission of 
Canada; 3) Phase II consultations with the Federal Department of Justice. 
Finally, by the time a criminal law bill has received third reading in 
Parliament the difficult process of provincial implementation must be underway 
as the constitutional responsibility for the administration of criminal justice 
is a provincial head of jurisdiction. Implementation includes education for 
crown attorneys and law enforcement agencies with respect to any criminal law 
amendment. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1968-89 


The office will contime to develop proposed Ministerial policy with respect to 
all criminal law reform initiatives in the upcoming fiscal year. The 
consultative process insofar as it relates to both the Law Reform Commission of 
Canada (Phase I) and the Federal Department of Justice (Phase II) will continue 
to escalate in the upcoming year as a result of the partially released L.R.C. 
"New Criminal Code for Canada" and the recently released Report of the Canadian 
Sentencing Commission. In addition, recently introduced proposed amendments to 
the Criminal Code in the areas of pornography, child sexual abuse, enterprise 
crime, mutual legal assistance, victims, language of trial, among others, will 
increase the workload of the office and the degree of its consultations both 
with the Federal Government and within the Province itself.

P.O.A. IMPLEMENTATION TEAM 


ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Provincial Offences Act Implementation Team has general responsibility for 
maintaining and developing all programs associated with the operation of the 
Provincial Offences Act. 


The Act came into force in 1980 (except for Part II which deals with parking 
infractions and was proclaimed on September 1, 1987). An extensive program of 
liaison and coordination has been undertaken with Ontario mmicipalities and 
the enforcement staff of various Ministries in order to maximize utilization of 
the simplified procedures for the prosecution of offences. This results in 
more effective use of court resources and faster disposition of legal 
proceedings. 


The major responsibility at present is the Implementation Phase of a two-stage 
implementation for Part II of the POA. Part II applied to parking infractions 
under provincial legislation, as of the proclamation date, and will apply to 
all parking infractions under mmicipal by-laws as of September 1, 1989, or 
before that date, if the mmicipality chooses to opt-in. The Implementation 
team is responsible for presenting training programs for municipal officials 
and reviewing mmicipal submissions, as well as the on-going resolution of 
legal and policy issues, the development and monitoring of necessary 
administrative structures, and negotiation of all relevant issues with key 
participants (Chief Judge of the Provincial Court, Court Administration 
Division, Police Forces, Municipal Officials). 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The Implementation team will contime to present the training programs and 
review mumicipal submission to ensure the successful transition to POA Part II, 
as well as maintaining all Part I Activities. 


A management board submission will be required to secure the necessary 
increased funding for the campletion of the Implementation Phase and other 
ongoing administrative resources required. 


SPECIFIC INFORMATION OF PAST AND CURRENT OPERATIONS 


As Part II of the Act is implemented throughout the province it is exnscted 
that public interest in the new legal procedures will grow, since the cost 
savings to mumicipalities are considerable (estimated to exceed $10,000,000 
across the Province), and persons who fail to pay parking fines within the time 
allowed will be refused renewal of vehicle permits and number plates.

6. Constitutional matters in the Criminal Law field including interventions on 
behalf of the Attorney General in all levels of Court. 


7. Advisory responsibility to police and other law enforcement agencies and 
educational institutions; legal advice and assistance to common legal services. 


8. Provision of counsel to the office of the Public Complaints Commissioner to 
conduct hearings before Boards of inquiry convened pursuant to The Metropolitan 
Toronto Police Force Camplaints Act and to appear in Divisional Court on Appeals 


from Board of Inquiry decisions. 
9. Answering public and victim inquiries regarding appeals and special prosecutions.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Crown Attorneys' System is responsible for the conduct in (Ontario of 
prosecutions under the Criminal Code and other Federal Statutes such as the Young 
Offenders Act. Crown Attorneys also conduct prosecutions under such provincial 
statutes as the Highway Traffic Act and the Liquor Licence Act. Crown Attorneys and 
their Assistants exercise the Attorney General's discretionary powers with respect 
to prosecutions. They choose the appropriate charges upon which to proceed, 
consider the release of prisoners pending trial, and conduct the trial of cases at 
all levels of court. 


Crown Attorneys also supervise private prosecutions and intervene if the interest of 
the community require it. 


In addition, Crown Attorneys represent the Crown in all Summary Conviction Appeals 
held in the District Courts. They also act as Counsel to the Coroner during the 
many inquests held each year in Ontario. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


Areas of major responsibility continue to be conducting prosecutions under the Young 
Offenders Act and bringing into force the Victim Witness Assistance Program and Part 
II of the Provincial Offences Act dealing with the enforcement of Parking 
violations. It is anticipated that caseloads will remain high. The Charter of 
Rights is a significant factor in the prosecution of criminal cases and to a major 
extent contributes to an ever present fact; more complex and longer trials. A major 
thrust for 1988-89 will be the implementation of a regional infrastructure, as 
recommended by the report of the Ontario Courts Inquiry.

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RESPONSIBILITY 


The Victim/Witness Assistance Program is responsible for providing support and 
practical assistance to victims and witnesses of crime in order to enhance their 
understanding of and participation in the criminal justice process. The 
Victim/Witness Coordinators are responsible for providing specific information about 
court procedures and keeping witnesses apprised of the status of their case. They 
provide emotional support before, during and after court appearances. The Program 
staff is responsible for acting as an intermediary for the victim/witnesses in their 
dealings with the Crown Attorneys and police officers. Where appropriate, referrals 
are made to commmity services for assistance and counselling. 


The staff is responsible for developing and maintaining an inventory of local 
victim/witmess services as well as serving on a local committee for direct service 
providers to promote the coordination of services for victims. The Program provides 
public legal education in order to promote a better understanding of the criminal 
justice process and the role of this Program within that process. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


In April, 1988, Management Board approved funding to support ten full-time 
Victim/Witness Assistance Projects in ten Crown Attorneys' offices. Staff in each 
site includes one full-time Coordinator and one full-time secretary. All projects 
are funded to operate on a full-time basis presently. These are located in Windsor, 
London, Hamilton, North York, Etobicoke, Kingston, Ottawa, Pembroke, Sudbury and 
Kenora. 


The Coordinators provide general information about the operation of the criminal 
justice system, as well as specific information as to the progress of individual 
cases. They solve practical problems relating to scheduling, the return of 
property, transportation, child care, assessment of victims' needs, and referral of 
victims to appropriate commmity resources. 


Each Coordinator prepared a report outlining the local services available and they 
have attempted to identify and rectify gaps in services available to victims. The 
Coordinators ensure that appropriate services are available to victims and witnesses 
and that they are aware of the services.

RESPONSIBILITY 


The Assistant. Deputy Attorney General is responsible for the operation of the 
Civil Law Division, including the Crown Law Office, Civil and Legal Services 
Branch which provide legal advice and legal services to all ministries of 
government. The Division also includes the offices of the Official Guardian 
and the Public Trustee. He also provides liaison between the Attorney General 
and five administrative tribmals; Assessment Review Board, Board of 
Negotiation, Criminal Injuries Compensation Board, Ontario Municipal Board and 
the Office of the Public Complaints Commissioner. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


Supporting the Minister and Deputy Minister by ensuring provision of the 
highest quality civil legal services in a timely, consistent and efficient 
manner. Liaising activity with the administrative tribunals and providing 
advice, as necessary, to help them fulfill their individual mandates.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Branch is responsible for the provision of an independent legal service for all 
ministries of the Government of Ontario, especially in the area of civil 
litigation. This centralization of litigation services is in accordance with 
clearly stated Government policy reflecting the mandate of the Attorney General to 
regulate all litigation for and against the Crown or any Ministry or agency of 
Government in respect of any subject within the authority or jurisdiction of the 
legislature. Branch work involves appearances on behalf of the Government in Civil 
litigation at all levels of Court from the Provincial Court (Civil Division) to and 
including the Supreme Court of Canada. The branch also conducts provincial 
prosecutions under various Provincial statutes and provides counsel service to 
various Boards and Tribunals of the Province of Ontario. In addition, the Branch 
provides legal opinions as required and in the case of some organizations, a full 
range of solicitor's services. This Branch encourages other branches within the 
Ministry of the Attorney General to consult on a reguiar and ongoing basis in 
relation to their programs and emphasizes the need for direct input of practising 
professionals into the policy development field. Delivery in a timely way of high 
quality legal services by highly skilled professionals with a career commitment to 
the Crown Law Office, Civil, is the main objective of the Crown Law Office, Civil. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


It is anticipated that during the fiscal year 1988-89, the Crown Law Office, Civil, 
will handle some 1,600 new cases, in addition to an ongoing inventory of 5,613 
files. Issues raised in litigation continue to be increasingly complex, involving a 
greater and lengthier dedication by counsel, especially senior members of the 
Branch, to specific files. More efficient and productive ways must be sought in 
which to deliver the quality services that Government must receive from its counsel 
if litigation is to culminate in the most beneficial and satisfactory result to 
Government. The increasing reliance being placed on automation technology as a tool 
for managing litigation is constrained only by the lack of available funding. 
Branch counsel continue to provide services in the areas of provincial prosecutions, 
inquests, legal opinions, specialized hearing procedures, such as construction lien 
litigation, expropriations and administrative tribunal work. Work continues on the 
development of a sophisticated automated database research capability as an 
additional litigation support feature. Branch counsel work in conjunction with the 
Constitutional Law Division in Charter litigation requiring expertise in the conduct 
of trials, 


A heightened appreciation by other branches of this Ministry of the need for expert 
legal advice will imcrease the burden of work from that source. In addition, the 
office is available to provide, as may be required, advice to crown attorneys where 
civil matters are involved.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITIES 
Responsibilities are basically threefold: 


- to prepare constitutional policy positions for the ongoing constitutional review 
process and for the Ontario delegation of federal/provincial conferences and 
other intergovermmental conferences; 

- to advise on constitutional questions arising in litigation in Ontario courts, 
the Federal Court of Canada, and in the Supreme Court of Canada, and to act as 
counsel in such litigation; and 

- to advise and consult on constitutional questions affecting proposed action by 
the Ministry of the Attorney General and other Ministries and with respect to 
proposed provincial legislation; also to advise on proposed federal legislation 
that affects the constitutional position of Ontario and on disentanglement of 
federal and provincial governmental programs. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms contained in the Constitution Act, 1982, 
has transformed constitutional litigation. In quantity, the statistical summary 
below demonstrates graphically the dramatic impact of this change in our 
Constitution. In quality, the change is even more dramatic. Traditional federalism 
issues involving the relationship between governments have been overshadowed by 
Charter issues which require that courts define the relationship between governments 
and individuals. This is the "Charter era". Charter section 15 —- Equality Rights -—- 
has been in effect since April 17, 1985. Our efforts to bring Ontario law into line 
with its requirements continues. With the completion of the mandated constitutional 
conferences on aboriginal matters, emphasis will shift to the negotiation of 
self-government arrangements placing continuing demands on the Division's resources. 
Constitutional advice on the free trade negotiations with the United States is 
supplied by the Division on an on-going basis. The Meech Lake Agreement on April 30, 
1987 and the- Langevin Agreement of June 3, 1987 have resulted in the 1987 
Constitutional Accord. Division counsel have been engaged in preparing Ontario's 
position. Finally, the former Crown Law Office - Constitutional Law has been 
upgraded to full division status headed by an Assistant Deputy Attorney General with 
added resources to fulfil its basic policy, litigation and opinion functions.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 
The Branch is administered by an Executive Co-ordinator. 


The Branch is responsible for the provision of legal advice and legal services to 
all of the Ministries. The majority of client Ministries have separate Ministry 
legal services branches varying in size up to 22 lawyers plus support staff. The 
types of legal work that engage the time of these lawyers are as broad and as varied 
as could possible be imagined, covering all aspects of both solicitor and counsel 
work, and include involvement in policy development and program implementation 
within the client Ministries. One of the prime responsibilities of the Branch is to 
assure the most effective use of manpower. To this end, adjustments re made in 
manpower allocation, as required, and career development of professional and support 
staff is emphasized, wherever possible. 


Under the terms of a Management Board directive, the Executive Co-ordinator has 
overall administrative responsibility for the retention of private sector lawyers by 
all client Ministries and some agencies, boards and commissions. Private sector 
lawyers are retained in situations where there may be a conflict of interest, lack 
of specialized expertise, insufficient resources or demonstrated cost effectiveness. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


No new area of responsibility is expected. However, it is anticipated that 
individual legal services branches within client Ministries will continue to 
experience increased work load which will be addressed by way of increases in the 
number of professional and support staff.

NATIVE COURT WORKER PROGRAM 


ACTIVITY BRIEF 


The Native Court Worker Program has been in existence since August 1972. The 
Program was created to ensure that native people understood and exercised their 
legal rights in the judicial system. 


The Ontario government recognized that, because of social and cultural differences, 
some native people may not appreciate or fully comprehend the judicial system and 
its process. This limited understanding could create serious situations in the 
dispensation of justice. The program attempts to develop the native people's 
confidence in the judicial system and particularly in the criminal justice 
components . 


Funding for the program is provided on a cost-share basis between the Provincial 
govermment and the Federal Department of Justice. The funding is allocated to the 
18 various local native centres which employ 24 courtworkers to service the 
commmnities in the area. The courtworkers provide/offer counselling services to all 
native adults and young offenders charged with criminal offenses. These natives are 
given information about court procedures, apprised of their rights and referred to 
legal or other resources. Support for this program is wide-spread, coming from not 
just the officials of native organizations but also from many provincial judges, 
crown attorneys, police officers, corrections officials and others involved with the 
criminal justice system. 


the completion of negotiations an evaluation will be conducted during 
1988-89 to determine the success of the program and to assess future needs. The 
evaluation is being done in conjunction with the Federal Department of Justice and 
the representatives of the native commnities.

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COURT OF APPEAL 


The court of Appeal exercises appellate jurisdiction for both civil and criminal 
matters. It also exercises some original jurisdiction, such as that conferred on 
the court by the Courts of Justice Act for the hearing of reference by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council of constitutional and other questions. 


With respect to indictable offences, the court hears all appeals from the High Court 
of Justice, the District Court and the Provincial Courts. Appeals from the 
decisions of a Provincial Court in summary conviction matters lie to the District 
Court. A further appeal, with leave and on a question of law, lies to the Court of 

: Under the Provincial Offences Act, an appeal lies, with leave, ona 
question of law to the Court of Appeal. 


THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE FOR ONTARIO 


The High Court of Justice is the superior court of record for the Province. It 
exercises both civil and criminal jurisdiction. 


The jurisdiction of the court in civil matters is only limited to the extent that 
statute law provides for an application to the District Court, or to a surrogate 
court. With respect to criminal matters, the court has exclusive jurisdiction to 
try certain specific offences. These include murder, treason, mutiny and sedition. 
The court also has jurisdiction to try all other indictable offences. 


THE DIVISIONAL COURT OF THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE 


The Divisional Court was established in 1971 as a branch of the High Court. The 
court generally sits in panels of three judges and has jurisdiction to hear, 
determine and dispose of: 


- Appeals from the District Court of surrogate court matters; 

- Appeals from final judgments of the High Court in cases involving $25,000 or 
less; 

- Applications for judicial review under the Judicial Review Procedures Act; 

- Appeals from judgments or orders of masters or other officials of the Supreme 
Court; 

- With leave, appeals from interlocutory orders of a judge of the High court; 

- Applications by way of stated case, whether as an appeal or other wise, as 
provided by statute.

JURISDICTION 


The District Court, which is a province-wide court, has a permanent establishment in 
each of the 49 counties amd districts of the Province. The jurisdiction of the 
District Court is defined in the Courts of Justice Act. Generally, the court has 
jurisdiction to hear civil matters, with certain minor exceptions, where the amount 
in question or the amount of the claim does not exceed $25,000. Despite the 
monetary limits of the courts, actions may be commenced and will proceed where the 
monetary limit is exceeded providing that all parties consent. 


As well as the jurisdiction conferred in the Courts of Justice Act, the court 
derives jurisdiction from mmerous other provincial and federal statutes. The 
judges of the District Court are also local judges of the High Court. 


In criminal matters, the courts have jurisdiction to try indictable offences with 
certain exceptions. The District Court also hears appeals from the decisions of the 
Provincial Offences Act. 

SURROGATE COURTS 

Each judge of the District Court is also appointed as a judge of the surrogate court 


and as such has jurisdiction in matters involving wills, intestacies and the 
administration of estates.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Supreme and District Court Services Branch consists of a head office and court 
offices located in the 49 judicial districts. Those court offices include sheriffs' 
offices and supreme, district and surrogate court offices. 


The head office is responsible for managing and allocating resources and providing 
administrative support services to the court offices. Those support services 
include establishing standardized operational policies and procedures for court 
offices, staff training, introduction of new office technology, budgeting, planning 
and control. 


The actual provision of services to the Branch's clients takes place in the court 
offices. The field organization delivers its services wumder the direction of 
sheriffs and local registrars who report to the Branch Director through regional 
managers. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 
1. Automation 


a) A pilot sub-project of the Sheriff's system is being tried in St. 
Catharines. The full Sheriff's Acministration System will follow as fimding 


permits. 


b) An automated jury system will be implemented in Brampton in 1988, following 
some updating of the system which already is operating in Toronto and 
Hamilton. 


c) A stand alone micro computer system is being developed for the local 
registrars' offices to perform the case tracking and trial coordination 
functions. 


d) Due to fiscal constraints, development of the Supreme and District Court 


Automation System has been postponed. The system was in the programming 
phase when the postponement came into effect. 


2. An ongoing review of procedures is occurring to ensure consistent 
application of policy/legislation and rules in court offices. Supporting 
mamials are: Civil Procedures Manual, Sheriffs' Procedures Manual, Criminal 
Procedures Mamial and Courtroom Procedures Mamaal. These manuals are 
revised to reflect these changes. 


ae The Branch budget has been completely decentralized allowing court offices 
to manage amd be responsible for their budget allocation. This approach is 
expected to encourage greater incentive for registrars and sheriffs to seek 
efficiencies and economies to effect better use of fimding. 


4. Projects to be undertaken in 1988/89 include the preparation of a landlord 
and tenant information package and standardized bookkeeping and accounting 
procedures. 

5: Implementation of new statistical reporting from court offices to provide 


improved workload indicators and management information. 
6. Meetings will be held om an ongoing basis with managers to advise and 


discuss the implications of organization changes (regionalization and 
integration) which are anticipated for implementation.

budget allocation, and strengthening the level and quality of training provided 
to court officials. 


In addition, further support will be provided to the Planning and Operational 
Policy section of the Division to contribute to the analysis of the 
recommendations of the Ontario Courts Inquiry (Zuber Report). 


OPERATING STATISTICS 
Court office reports received to date appear to indicate that the total volume

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Support and Custody Enforcement Program commenced operations in eight field 
offices across Ontario on July 2, 1987, the date of proclamation of the enabling 
legislation, the Support and Custody Orders Enforcement Act, 1985. The enforcement 
offices enforce the support provisions contained in court orders, separation 
agreements and domestic contracts. Custody provisions in court orders or separation 
agreements may also be enforced upon being filed with the program. 


Support orders made by all levels of court in Ontario are filed automatically with 
the program, conferring upon the Director of Support and Custody Enforcement a 
statutory and exclusive duty to enforce the relevant provisions. The Branch also 
has responsibility for the administration of the Reciprocal Enforcement_of 
Maintenance Orders Act, 1982. This Act provides for enforcement of orders by/from 
foreign jurisdictions. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The 1987-88 year of operations was spent establishing the program, recruiting and 
training 198 staff, implementing the computer system, and launching the program. 


The eight field offices are located in major urban centres of the province; 
Toronto, London, Windsor, Hamilton, Oshawa, Ottawa, Sudbury and Thunder Bay. The 


start-up complement for this program last year was 198 positions with a total budget 
of $13.7 million. 


' QPERATING STATISTICS 


There is a caseload of 25,591 on file as of the end of March, 1988, with the eight 
field enforcement offices. Some 89% of these court orders include children, and it 
is estimated that over 80,000 persons are now directly affected by the enforcement 
program, including the direct parties to the orders. 


Total collections in 1988-89 are anticipated to be over $100 million, with about $8 
million to be returned to the Treasury. As at year end, the program wes receiving 
$5 million per month on account of court-ordered support payments and disbursing in 
a 24-hour turnaround period to recipients and their children.

- The apportionment of municipal taxes or rates applicable to individual parcels 
where land has been assessed in block. 


- When authorized by a mmicipal by-law (or by way of an appeal from the decision 
of a mmicipal council), applications for the cancellation, reduction or refund 
of municipal taxes and applications for an increase in municipal taxes where 
gross or manifest errors have been made in the collector's roll. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 
The Assessment Review Board will: 


- Hold sittings within a county or district or metropolitan regional or district 
municipality to hear and dispose of all complaints relating to assessments in 
municipalities within the county or district or metropolitan regional or 
district municipality in respect of which a person may appeal to the Board 
under The Assessment Act or The Municipal Act or a municipal by-law. 


- Certify the assessment rolls of each mmicipality when all complaints in the 
municipality have been disposed of by the Board. 


- Collect prescribed fees and accept appeals against decisions of the Board for 
transmittal to the Ontario Municipal Board.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Ontario Board of Negotiation was created by the provision of the The 
Expropriation Act, 1968-69, Section 27, with the purpose of providing an informal 
tribunal which, without prejudice to any subsequent arbitration procedures, may 
negotiate in a summary and informal manner a settlement of a compensation in 
expropriation cases. 


The Board, upon receiving a written request from either party, arranges meetings 
between the expropriated party and the expropriating authority. A formal notice is 
issued to both parties, advising the time and place of meeting. The Board meets 
throughout the Province without cost to either Party. A unique provision of the Act 
provides that the Board shall view the property in question. 


The Board listens to both parties and if it considers it has enough information and 
the parties have not agreed during the meeting, then it will give its opinion as to 
the campensation the Board feels would be fair. This may or may not be accepted by 
either party; if no agreement follows, they are free to proceed to arbitration 
(Ontario Municipal Board).

ITEM 3 — CRIMINAL INJURIES COMPENSATION BOARD 


ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


The Board, composed of ome full-time chairman and one full-time vice-chairman, one 
part-time vice-chairman and twelve part-time members, administers The Compensation 
for Victims of Crime Act, 1971. The Board decides whether the applicants for 
compensation are eligible for same, and the amount they are to be awarded. 
Compensation is awarded for personal injury only, when a person is injured or killed 
as a result of a crime of violence which is an offence under the Criminal Code of 
Canada, including assault, wounding, murder and rape. Injuries caused by a motor 
vehicle are excluded from the Act wumless the vehicle has been used as a weapon. 
Compensation may also be awarded when a person is hurt while lawfully arresting or 
attempting to arrest someone for an offence against another person, or when a person 
is injured while preventing or trying to prevent an offence against another person. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The objective of the Board is to hear 1400 applications this fiscal year. As well 
as hearings held in Toronto, the Board also conducts hearings in other Ontario 
centres, such as Kenora, Kingston, London, Ottawa, Sault Ste. Marie, Sudbury, 
Thunder Bay, and Windsor.

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RESPONSIBILITY 


The Ontario Municipal Board's function as an administrative tribunal is generally 
limited to dealing with applications, referrals and appeals made wumder the 
provisions of various statutes (the Planning Act, the Assessment Act, the Municipal 
Act, the Expropriations Act, etc.). The duties of the Board are presented by the 
various Acts. ’ 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 


The Board deals with a wide range of applications/appeals brought before it under 
various statutes. To assist those persons interacting with the Board, two 
publications will be available in 1988/89 - the Board's Guidelines on Costs and a 
booklet detailing the procedures one can expect to encounter at hearings of the 
Ontario Municipal Board, entitled "Your Guide to Ontario Municipal Board Hearings". 


A marked increase in the number of joint Board hearings under the Consolidated 
Hearings Act, 1981, is anticipated. The Act directs the Chairman of the Environment 
Assessment Board and the Chairman of the Ontario Municipal Board to establish a 
joint Board to hear these projects. Added to the large environmental issues 
normally dealt with at these hearings are joint hearings of land severance appeals 
and Niagara Escarpment development control permit applications. 


Appeals to the Board under the Planning Act continue to increase. A significant 
increase this year over that of last year is already being experienced and is 
expected to continue due to the current Growth patterns of the regional and 
metropolitan municipalities.

ACTIVITY BRIEF 


RESPONSIBILITY 


To carry out the legislative mandate of the Metropolitan Toronto Police Force 
Complaints Act, 1984. This includes receiving, recording and overseeing the 
investigation and resolution of public complaints concerning the conduct of police 
officers on the Metropolitan Toronto Police Force. 


The Office monitors the investigations conducted by the police force's Public 
Complaints Investigation Bureau, the decisions made by the Chief of Police and 
verdicts reached in internal Police Act disciplinary trials. 


The Public Complaints Commissioner also has the power to order discipline hearings 
before civilian Boards of Inquiry and to make public recommendations concerning 
police practices and procedures and laws which may affect the resolution or 
prevention of public complaints. 


PROGRAM OF OPERATIONS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1988-89 
To carry out the responsibilities noted above. In addition, the introduction of 


Bill 4 in the Legislature raises the possibility of expansion in the future to 
municipalities other than Metropolitan Toronto.
